Terry Matzkin, KE6WRE, opened the meeting at 7:30 PM 
with the Pledge, and a last call for ballots to be turned in 
for the election of 2003 Officers. Terry announced that a 
change in the slate of officers was necessary. The ByLaws 
state that the officers have to hold an amateur license. 
Unfortunately, Dolly Groom, nominated for Treasurer, does 
not yet have an amateur license. Cal 

Groom KE6OEH agreed to be nominated as Treasurer, and 
the Board met and agreed to recommend Cal’s nomination 
as Treasurer. By a unanimous vote of the meeting 
attendees, Cal Groom was elected Treasurer. Ballots were 
counted for the remaining officers, and the election results 
were:

Vice President Trevor Hall WA6JAU,

Emergency Coordinator Harry Styron K6HS, 
Director Howard Burk KE6PTT, and 
Director Harold Johnsen KG6DXI. 


Since this meeting was Terry Matzkin’s last meeting as 
President, he thanked all those who participated in his two 
year administration. 


Harry Styron announced he will teach two upcoming 
education courses. The General License class will begin in 
February. At this point, it appears classes will be held on 
Saturdays, starting February 8. Another series of classes 
will be a local version of basic training for emergency 
services. This series would start sometime in the spring 
after the general license series is finished, and also be held 
on Saturdays. 


Harry Styron also presented the idea from the Board 
Meeting that the ByLaws be changed so that the Past 
President remains on the Board to help the incoming 
President keep things running smoothly. A discussion 
followed as to whether the Past President would stay on 
the Board as a voting member or not, and by hand vote it 
was concluded that the Past President would become an 
ex officio non 

voting position on the Board. The Board will put together 
a proposed ByLaw change, and publish it in the Carrier. 


Trevor Hall gave his last report as Treasurer, noting that 
the total assets were $26,966.02. George Roush WB6OFH 
reminded the members that the Annual Dinner will be held 
at the next general meeting on January 17th starting at 
6:30pm with dinner served at 7pm. 


Bob Beard KG6FPZ discussed moving the website to 
another ISP. 


For the program, Cal Groom presented the video, 
“Operation Compassion Under Fire — Responding to 9/ 
11.” The video chronicled what the Salvation Army did on 
that day and beyond to serve. Their involvement began 
within 30 minutes of the first incident and grew into a 
major effort at many locations. The story was a moving 
reminder of what an organized emergency service effort 
can accomplish. 


The winner of the 13” TV set was Trevor Hall. 
Terry adjourned the meeting after the drawing.

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Per the request of an MDARC 
member, reprinted here are the 
Club Repeater Operation Rules 


Mount Diablo Amateur Radio Club 
Repeater Operation Rules 


The Mount Diablo Amateur Radio Club maintains and 
operates high-quality, wide-coverage repeaters for the use 
of all amateur radio operators. Operation and use of these 
repeaters shall comply fully with the Amateur Radio Service 
(Part 97) regulations of the Federal Communications 
Commission’s Private Radio Service, and the following rules 
of the Mount Diablo Amateur Radio Club: 


1. The repeaters are provided for the purposes of 
contacting and passing information between fellow 
amateur radio operators, and providing service to the 
public as a voluntary, noncommercial communication 
service, particularly with respect to providing emergency 
communications. 


oR In the spirit of the Amateur Radio Service, users 
shall respect and support each other in a courteous and 
positive manner. 


3. Due to the wide coverage of the repeaters and the 
club’s large membership, the length of QSOs should be 
kept to a minimum. Conversations shall be limited to 10 
minutes during commute hours; 6:00—9:00 AM and 
4:00—7:00 PM. Operators should always pause before 
transmitting, to allow another station to break in. 
Please use simplex frequencies or HF bands for “rag- 
chewing.” 


4. Operators shall announce their call sign before 
transmitting any touch-tone commands, at the end of 
each communication, and every ten minutes or less 
during a communication. 


2: There shall be absolutely no communications 
containing obscene, indecent, or profane words, 
language, or meaning. Discussion of political or 
potentially sensitive social issues shall be avoided. 


6. No one shall cause or condone the malicious or 
intentional interference of anyone’s communications on 
the repeaters. 


7. Operators shall not communicate with, or discuss 
the actions of, anyone who violates these rules. 


8. Control Operators are required to turn off a repeater 
to terminate improper operation or use. 


9. The Mount Diablo Amateur Radio Club Board of 
Directors reserves the right to forbid the use of the 
repeaters by anyone who repeatedly violates these 
rules, or anyone who facilitates or encourages others to 
violate these rules.
